Chai Major Gifts Program

During the past three years, we have 
taken many steps to strengthen our con- 
gregation’s financial position. One very 
important part of this plan has been to put 
much more effort into our ongoing 
fundraising. We recognize that while dues 
are the main component of our revenues, 
all successful congregations utilize vari- 
ous forms of fund development to sustain 
themselves. So to that end, our High 
Holiday campaign was strengthened, and 
for the past three years, CSZ has run a 
successful annual gifts campaign, the 
Rainbow Fund. The generosity with 
which many members and friends have 
participated in these programs has been 
truly inspiring. 

Now we are pleased to announce another 
important fundraising effort, a major gifts 
campaign named the Chai Campaign. 
This new development program is envi- 
sioned as a way of offering congregants 
and friends of CSZ the opportunity to 


make and be recognized for significant, 
sustaining investments in specific pro- 
grams and projects. 

The Chai Campaign was developed in 
2005 with support from a generous grant 
from the Evelyn & Walter Haas, Jr. Fund. 
The grant was awarded to CSZ with the 
specific purpose of helping us to develop 
a Major Gifts campaign. Tony Harris and 
I, CSZ Fund Development co-chairs, 
spearheaded planning for this effort. We 
were joined by an advisory committee 
that included Rabbi Angel, our President, 
Arthur Slepian, Vice President Ora 
Prochovnik, Treasurer Karen Schiller, 
and Past President Tiela Chalmers. 
Together, we developed and refined the 
program proposal and brought it to the 
Va’ad for approval last fall. 


One of our biggest challenges in develop-

From the Rabbi’s Study 


The Personal 


is Political 


Among the more ridiculous and hysterical 
remarks my dear mother made to me upon 
first coming out to her as a lesbian was 
this, “Oh, Camille, you’ve always needed 
to have a cause. Why can’t you pick some- 
thing else to defend and promote?” 


It was as amusing then as it is now to think 
of my sexuality as a “cause” and yet like so 
many gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgen- 
der people, addressing the homophobia 
endemic in our society does take up much 
of my life’s work. Indeed the 60’s phrase 
holds true, “The personal is political.” That 
is to say, the experiences, feelings and pos- 
sibilities of our personal lives are not just a 
matter of personal preferences and choices 
but are limited, molded and defined by the 
broader political and social setting. 


That which feels most intimate and person- 
al has political implications. Obviously the 
choice to be an activist or not or to support 
this or that political project has political 
implications even though it is personally 
undertaken. But more so, all the choices 
we make, even the ones that seem totally 
apolitical and personal, have political 
implications. The choice to drive, bike or 
use public transportation, to reduce, reuse, 
recycle, to eat this or that or not, to shop 
fair trade or not, and so on, is personal, but 
it is also political. 

Two extraordinary individuals, Betty 
Friedan, and Coretta Scott King, of blessed 
memory, lived their lives in the intersection 
of the personal and political. Their efforts 
to advance the rights of women, people of 
color, across race, faith and class lines 
were truly of heroic proportions. Their 
legacy inspires me as I prepare for Pesach, 
the festival of liberation. 

Both Friedan and King were women who 
stood by their beliefs no matter what any- 
one thought. Did you know Coretta Scott 
King campaigned vigorously for gay rights 
even when many people, including some of 
her own family members, were dead-set 
against it? She felt that her husband’s 
memory demanded a strong stand for gay 
and lesbian rights. “I still hear people say 
that I should not be talking about the rights 
of lesbian and gay people and I should 
stick to the issue of racial justice,” she said 


a few years ago. “But 
I hasten to remind 
them that Martin 
Luther King Jr. said, 
‘Injustice anywhere 
is a threat to justice 
everywhere. I appeal 
to everyone who 
believes in Martin 
Luther King Jr.’s 
dream to make room at the table of broth- 
er- and sisterhood for lesbian and gay peo- 
ple... We are all tied together in a single 
garment of destiny. I can never be what I 
ought to be until you are allowed to be 
what you ought to be.” 


I wonder what cause my mother would 
have preferred me to take on? 
Campaigning against the death penalty? 
Fighting for Reproductive Rights? 
Protecting the environment? In the end, 
the work of social justice seems entirely 
intertwined. Whatever your cause, now 1s 
the time to stand up to Pharaoh and speak 
your truth to power. We all have our unique 
and precious role to play in the work of 
redemption. 


Wishing you a meaningful Seder and 
Pesach festival,

President’s Column 


A Cantor for 


@CSZ 


As the needs of our congregation change, 
there is increasing discussion about how we 
might add to the clergy resources that serve 
our community. In the near-term, I am 
pleased to report that we anticipate that we will be able to expand 
our rabbinic intern program from a summer position, as it has 
been for the past two years, into a year-long position for the year 
beginning in July 2006. Looking a bit further out, we are very 
hopeful that our Chai Major Gifts Campaign will provide the 
resources we need to hire a part-time cantor beginning in mid- 
2007. I want to use this column to focus on this idea of a cantor 
fowCsZ1 


As | listened to the discussion of this topic at recent meetings of our 
Ritual Committee, Personnel Committee, and Past President's 
Council, and the overwhelming way in which the idea was 
endorsed, I could understand even more clearly what an exciting 
new development this will be for CSZ. And that it is a change for 
which we are ready. It is first and foremost an opportunity for us to 
strengthen and enrich a very important aspect of synagogue life: the 
music of our prayer services. In 1999 Rabbi Eric Yoffie, President 
of the Union of Reform Judaism, focused his Biennial address on 
the need for a new “Reform revolution.” He said, in part: 


And what will be the single most important key to the success or 

ilure of our revolution? Music. Every congregation that has 
revived its worship has begun with music that is participatory, 
warm, and accessible. Our wisest synagogues invite their mem- 
bers to sing, because they know that Jews feel welcomed, accept- 
ed, and empowered when they sing. Because ritual music is a 
deeply sensual experience that touches people in a way that words 
cannot. Music converts the ordinary into the miraculous, and indi- 
viduals into a community of prayer. And music enables overly 
intellectual Jews to rest their minds and open their hearts... music 
will be the foundation upon which our worship revolution will be 
built. And this means that Jews will return to our sanctuaries only 
when we offer them music that is vibrant, spiritual, and commu- 
nity building; music that speaks directly to their soul. 


I think Rabbi Yoffie’s words of six years ago are true for our con- 
gregation today. We have some extraordinary musical talent 
among our lay ritual leaders, but we have only begun to develop 
its potential to consistently infuse our services with spirit and 
warmth. And we access only a small portion of the range of 
Jewish liturgical music that is our heritage. We have reached a 
time when we need someone with training in the school of Jewish 
sacred music to work with our rabbi and ritual committee to help 
guide and shape our services. 


What kind of cantor would we look for? Our vision for a cantor is 
both someone who would frequently lead services together with 
sur lay leaders, and who would also provide important training 

nd mentorship to our ritual lay leaders, singers and musicians. 
Also, while the cantors in some synagogues appear to emphasize 
solo “performance” during services, our congregation has a strong 
tradition of active participation by the membership in singing and 


chanting during services. While the occasional solo or duet during 
a service can create a powerful spiritual moment, we would look 
for a cantor who shared our vision of a congregation that is pre- 
dominantly an active participant in the music of the services. 


While a cantor’s primary responsibility would be to help shape 
our ritual music, it is important to note that professional cantors 
are ordained clergy, and can also perform many of the pastoral 
duties once confined to rabbis, such as conducting weddings and 
funerals, visiting sick congregants, and teaching adult education 
and b’nei mitzvah classes. We would expect a cantor to be able to 
assist Rabbi Angel and contribute to our congregation in many of 
these areas. 

How will we proceed with this important project? It is likely that 
sometime this spring I will appoint a Cantor Search Committee 
that will work with our Ritual and Personnel Committees to devel- 
op and refine both how we see the responsibilities of this role at 
CSZ, and the characteristics that would be most important to us in 
hiring a cantor. I fully expect that this committee would look for 
ways to involve the entire congregation in this conversation. Our 
goal would be to have the Search committee ready to begin inter- 
viewing candidates in early spring of 2007, about a year from 
now. At the same time, our fund development efforts will contin- 
ue to ensure that the position can be properly funded. 


I look forward to giving you an update on this topic and others 
at our Annual Congregational Meeting, set for Monday evening, 
May 22. Having this meeting on an evening is a bit of a change 
for us, and I hope that many of you will choose to join us! (See 
story on page 1.)

gifts in the initial years of this campaign. The campaign committee 
worked with the Executive Committee and the Va’ad and ultimate- 
ly three projects were selected and approved. We looked for projects 
that are of great strategic importance to our congregation’s future 
and that will resonate with congregants and friends from the larger 
community, as we seek major gifts of $5,000 or more. First, all 
agreed that the Beit Sefer Phyllis Mintzer Religious School will be 
one key focus of the campaign. Congregants and friends would be 
offered the opportunity to support a class with a $5,000 gift. 
Multiple-year gifts will be encouraged to help strengthen the finan- 
cial future of our school. Second, we will seek funding for the print- 
ing and publishing of our uniquely inclusive Siddur. We believe 
there is great value to our community and to the wider Jewish com- 
munity in enabling a broad distribution of our prayerbook. (Our 
congregation first created its own prayerbook more than 20 years 
ago, and a major expansion and revision was completed about eight 
years ago.) And third, we will use this campaign to create a fund tol 
help meet the congregation’s need for additional clergy resources 
and its strong desire for a strengthened music program by providing 
the funding for the hiring of a qualified cantor. (Please see our 
President's column in this issue for added discussion of this last 
point.) 


We are happy to announce that several major gifts have already 
been pledged, totaling $130,000. Thanks to our lead donors for 
putting wind into our sails. We will acknowledge their names and 
gifts as the Chai Program develops.

riculum spirals through our six core themes 
deepening their understanding of these big 
Jewish ideas as they re-encounter them at 
different points in their development. 


The late spring is when we celebrate 
Shavuot and that eternal moment when 
God gave us the Torah for the first time. As 
people of the book, Jews honor that 
moment not only during the festival of 
Shavuot but again and again, each time we 
take the Torah from the ark and re-enact 
that moment, and each time that we learn 
together and create the living Torah in our 
midst. In effect our continued study of 
torah and our textual history, and our cre- 
ation of Torah through interpretation and 
midrash is our way of ensuring that Sinai 
truly is an eternal moment. 


In this unit we have the opportunity to 
engage our students in this essential Jewish 
act of text study and more importantly to 
begin the task of impressing upon them the 
centrality of text and learning for the sur- 
vival and celebration of our tradition. Even 
as we impress upon them this vital Jewish 
value and practice, they will create their 
Own impressions on the tradition as they 
begin to find their voices in conversation 
with our texts and traditions and we find 
myriad ways of recording them through 
writing and visual media and performance 
to be woven into our textual tradition and 
continue the evolution of that eternal 
moment at Sinai. 


Our unit on People of the Book will con- 
tinue through March, April and May. We 
look forward to celebrating our learning 
once again with the congregation on May 
13th.

According to the Talmud, a 
person is required to drink until he cannot tell the difference 
between "cursed be Haman" and "blessed be Mordecai.” A variety 
of beers and ciders will be available as well. 


On Purim it is customary to wear costumes. In general, Judaism 
forbids a man from dressing like a woman or a woman from dress- 
ing like a man (see Deuteronomy 22:5). Yet, on Purim, this partic- 
ular prohibition is disregarded. In the spirit of the world’s first 
beauty pageant, where Esther was selected as one of the king’s 
harem, we encourage you to dress in your finest and most seduc- 
tive garb. Entertaining commentary and fabulous prizes will be the 
cornerstone of this segment of the evening.
